If one man, at an 
afier-dinner sitting, may consume the produce of twenty 
days’ labor in a ten dollar bottle of wine, it will be strange 
indeed if some, the proceeds of whose tedious days of toil 
are thus swallowed ata gulp, do not hanker for the beverage 
and seek a cheap substitute. Hereafier the advice of en- 
lightened friends of Temperance will be, Strike at the cause 
of social inequality: prevent one man from enjoying the 
fru'ts of another's labor by securing to each a Homestead,

| JUDGE OF ISRARLI--VOTE YOURSELF A FARM,

The would-be Judge of israel, who wanted to vote him- 
self Grand Island for a principality, the man whose motto 
and whose profligate public cha- 
racter is so strangely incongruous with his liberal, generous, 
and (blindly) benevolent private character, could find no 
better entertainment for his Sunday readers last week than 
an intended to be witty article in ridicule of the “ Vote 
yourself a Farm”’ principle. The Judge knows very well 
that what the National Reformers intend to vote is the raw 
material for a farm, or rather a place upon which to make 
one, but it seems so strange to his Judgeship that people 
should want to live by the honest industry of their own hands, 
that he either believes, or would have others believe, that 
they wish to vote themselves the labor and produce of others. 
Accordingly, in a strain which he wishes to pass for ironical 
wit, he says that he intends to vote himself to farms, well 
stocked, and men to work them, and will also vote himself 





some other man’s wife to milk his cows, and so forth. 
Now, although the Judge intends this for irony, is it not, 


| in faet, sobertruth? Do not he and the class whose interests 


|he aims to serve in reality vove themselves two or more 
farms apiece, with stock, and men to work them, and other 
men’s wives to milk their cows? Let us calculate, and we 
shall find that there is much more land in this country, which 
no man ever made, and which therefote must have been de- 
signed for all, to furnish each family with a farm of 160 
acres; yet about half the people have not enough even fora 
| garden or a house lot, and the Judge and his party vote that 
all is right as it is, keep all they have got, and get all that 
they can, and thus vote the laadless men, their wives, sisters, 
sons, and daughters to work for them, to feed them, clothe 
them, shelter them, provide luxuries for them, and pander 
to their vices and their crimes; and when the landless have 
‘over worked themselves to supply their wants, and taxed 
| their ingenuity in vain to add to their luxuries, they vote 
that they may starve, steal, or go to a poor house. Neither 
irony nor cloquence can add cogency to these plain truths. 
_ The question is simply one of the multiplication table, and 
may thus be illustrated: here are four millions of families, 
and as many farms, besides a great quantity of land not yet 
fenced or surveyed ; but tse millions hold all the farms and 
also all the vacant land. You wh6 have the farms vote that 
you will keep not only them but the vacant lands; and if 
you can persuade or coersce some of us who have none to 
vote with you, you beat us,and we, in accordance with your 
vote, must be your humble servants or obsequious slaves. 
Thus you vote yourselves farms, men to work them, and 
other men’s wives to milk your cows ! 
If further illustration be needed, look at Ireland! Tate 
one glance, for the present, and then look back at hane. 
The following is from the New York Sun of Feb, 25; the 
Judge may have seen it before :

What made these “able bodied poor Germans” leave 
friends and a fertile country to seeh for paradise ina New 
York Alms House? Somebody must have voted or stolen 
their farms away from them; and so, of course, they are 
glad to leave the alms house, and “ overjoyed” to get work, 
the men at $6 and the women at $2.50 a month, “ the 
farmer agreeing to provide for their children.” Thus, ac- 
cording to philosopher of the Sun, (mayhap the Judge may 
know him 1) great good isdone. The city is relieved of its 
paupers, the paupers are “ overjoyed,” and the “ farmer” 
(at the South the owner of a thousand people sometimes 
condescends to call himself a***farmer”) is erriched- 
“ Farming is now the most profitable of all occupations,” 
and soon. There are, bowever, one or two drawbacks on this 
glowing description of prosperity. Although the ** farmer” 
who can get “ hands” at $6 a month may “in a few years 
get rich,” there are some farmers who have only land enough 
to employ themselves, and whose wives milk their own 
cows, and if these people are to sell their produce in com- 
petition with farmers who vote themselves “ hands” at $6 
a month and other men’s wives at $2.50 a month, the opera- 
tion may not be so pleasant to them: they may be com- 
pelled to mortgage their farms to educate their children, and 
their children having no farms, may be driven into the al- 
ready overstocked trades, whose wages must conform to the 
wages of “ hands” onthe farms. Farmers having the power 
to buy unlimited quantities of land and to vote themselves 
any number of * hands,” male and female, will be likely to 
swallow up the small farmers in the same manner that the 
monopolizers of machinery swallow the small mechanics, 
and if these great farmers should happen to invent wood and 
iron men to do their work, what, then, is to become of the 
#6 “hands”? Even before hands could be obtained in this 
country at that price, 1 have known small farmers to send 
loads of produce to the New York market which did not 
pay the expense of freight and carriage ! 

Besides the small farmers, 100, who own farms, there are 
farmers who have no farms, such as the Sun terms “ hands.” 
These men have been allowed to work for the other sort of 
farmers octasionally at $8, $10, and 12a month. (Ten 
years ago, I paid one of them $15 a month by the year, 
and one of his “ children” §4.) In the neighborhoods 
whpre the landless foreigners are introduced, these men, (oo, 
must come down to 86 a month or be turned out of their 
little hovels in the corners of the farms and driven to the 
cities; there to get work if they can, or enlist in the Repub- 
litan army, while their wives and daughters, if we may 
judge from the past, may fare worse even than if they were 
milking othgf people’s cows in the country. 

“Therefore, although it may displease the Judge and his 
class, we must still urge the farmers and mechanics so to 
vote as to prevent any man hereafter from monepolizing two 
farms, in order that every family may have one sure Home- 


sreap. Who will swear that we shall not by and bye get 
sg maiority of votes? '

TROUBLES OF PATRROONERY. 
One of the Patroons has memorialized the Legislature 
praying relief from the burdens imposed upon him by the 
care of so many other people's farms. The Courier and 
Enquirer gives the following account of this uniqde memo- 
rial ; 
General Van Rensselaer, the Proprietor, since 1839, of 
the Western Manor of Rensselaerwyck, memorializes the 
Legislature, setting forth the mode of executing, and the 
operation of the law of last session, to“ equalize taxation,” 
and also praying its repeal. 
This Memorial also asks for what ought, certainly, not to 
be wanting in any community of Law and Order, the pass- 
age of a law by which the ordinary process, declarations, 
&c., may be served by the Sherif. He states: 
* That the leases or grants were mostly made by his 
father, between 1686 and 1790, on applications and éelec- 
tions, made as rapidly as the lands could be surveyed, on 
terms thought reasonable by the applicants, and with ex- 
press warranty of title. That the possession taken under 
such grunts, has, in every case, been undistur bed, and no in- 
stance has occurred, where ‘any farm so held, has been 
claimed by any person, having, or pretending to have, a title 
adverse or superior to the title of the occupants, nor has 
there been any desire to contest such title, except the recent 
unusual desire of the owners for a law permitting them to 
contest and invalidate, the only title under which they have 
held for 60 or 70 years.” 

And this, in a few words, is the history of Anti-Rent 
** grievances,” and the quarrel is really between a title they 
have themselves acknowledged, and themselves ! 

It goes on to state that the efforts to resist the collection of 
the debs justly due still exist, and are as formidable and 
effeciual us ever, though the State has puid nearly @100,000 
to remove them. 

The peculiar injustice and unfairness of the law last win- 
ter in the quit rents—its operation in causing double taxa- 
tion, is forcibly, and at full length, reasoned out. The 
Manor towns are Berne, Rensselaerville, Westerlo, Guilder- 
land, New Scotland, and Bethlehem, and to show how op- 
pressively this law is by its execution made to operate, it is 
stated, that in Berre, out of a total valuation of $70,495 his 
part (his right to the premises being constantly denied) is 
58,975. In Renssclaerville, out of 61,271—20,371. In 
Westerlou, out of 80,986—45,014. Ii, Guilderland, out of 
66,S00— 38,649. In Knox, out of 63,694—51,107. In 
New Scotland, out of 107,450—43,110. In Bethlehem, 
out of 124,752—39,752. 
The quit rents are assessed at their full value, while the 
land (on which, by the leases, the tenants are to pay the 
tax) is assessed in Bern at 6.24 per acre ; Bethlehem 15.26; 
Guilderland 10.41; New Scotland 10.64; Knox 6.45; 
Rensselaerville 6.40; Westerlo 6.26.

Has adjourned, after adopting no one measure that is im- 
portant enough to think about for the good of the people, 
but several of » reverse tendency. Still we have cause, in 
the present stage of the Reform movement, to be thankful 
that they have done no worse. The worst act brought be- 
fore them at this session was the Land Graduation Bill, and 
that was defeated in the House, (as at the previous session,) 
by a majority of one.
